SHUTTING ADVICE 
CENTRE REVEALED 

FOI request uncovers true price of closure after legal battle

TERMINATING the contract of the 
town’s former welfare rights service 
will eventually cost Harlow Council 
almost £600,000, it has been revealed. 

Figures obtained under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act show that 
£598,611 - including £146,050 in legal 
costs - will be spent in current and 
future payments relating to the clos¬ 
ure of Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 
(HWRA) service. 

The charity closed two years ago 
when Harlow Council withdrew its 
core source of funding in a row over 


unpaid debts. But supporters and 
former employees say the cost out¬ 
weighs the amount owed by the ser¬ 
vice and claim the final bill could be 
higher. 

“The figure underestimates the full 
cost because it does not include some 
other costs resulting from the termin¬ 
ation of HWRAs contract,” said 
former HWRA employee Sue Jones. 

Make public 

The data released following a ruling 
by the Information Commissioner, 
who said the authority must make 
public the full costs, including redund¬ 
ancy payments, the loss of business

rates, and any costs associated with 
evicting HWRA from its town centre 
premises. 

The service had offered to repay the 


cash it owed to the council - under¬ 
stood to be in the region of £125,000 - 
over several months, including a one- 
off payment of £60,000. This was rejec¬ 
ted by the council which then ter¬ 
minated the contract, making 12 staff 
redundant. 

Winding-up 

There the followed a year-long legal 
battle in the High Court at the end of 
which a judge ordered the winding-up 
of the service just over two years ago. 

Ms Jones added: “Terminating 
HWRAs core funding and locking the 
service out of the advice centre made it

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Volunteers plant 1,000 trees at meadow site 


A TEAM of volunteers 
rolled up their sleeves and 
got down to some serious 
spadework when they 
helped plant 1,000 saplings 
in Harlow to mark National 
Tree Week. 

The planting project took 
place at Parndon Lock 
Meadows, near Parndon 
Wood Road, as part of a 
hedgerow restoration 
project. 

Harlow Council recently 
entered into an agreement 
with the Land Trust to 
maintain and manage the 
meadows with the aim of 
improving the area for 
visitors. 

A viewing platform 
overlooks a shallow 
depression, known as a 
scrape, scrape which has

been created to trap water 
and attract wildlife. 

Access throughout the 
site will be improved by 
replacing existing stiles 
with mobility kissing gates 
and resurfacing the lane 


which connects the A414 to 
Hertford and Parndon Mill. 

During the first year of 
the project the council’s 
landscaping and 
diodiversity team has been 
working with Greenteam 


volunteers to coppice a 200- 
metre section of neglected 
ancient hedgerow. 

Over a two-day period 
1,000 trees of 12 different 
species were planted along 
the newly-coppiced 
hedgerow. 

Councillor Mark 
Wilkinson, portfolio holder 
for environment, said: “The 
planting of these trees in 
such a short space of time is 
an excellent way to 
celebrate National Tree 
Week and help improve the 
town’s outdoor spaces. 

“We hope this project will 
establish Parndon Lock 
Meadows as a flagship site 
for biodiversity within the 
Stort Valley Living 
Landscape and a place 
everyone can enjoy.”

A 14-MiLE stretch of the Mil through 
Harlow is to be closed at night for 
resurfacing work. 

The 12-week project involves resur¬ 
facing sections of the carriageway in 
both directions between junction 6 for 
the M25 and junction 8 at Bishop’s 
Stortford, resulting in both full and lane 
closures. 

Work will begin on Monday and is 
due to be completed by the end of Feb¬ 
ruary. it will be carried out during the 
week between 10pm and 6am on both 
the northbound and southbound car¬ 
riageways including the M11-A120 link 
road. 

Highways England project manager 
Jennie Fraser said: “This vital resur¬ 
facing work will not only improve 
safety but will provide road users with a 
better driving experience. The white 
lines will also be more visible, improv¬ 
ing driver safety. 

“We have planned this work carefully 


to minimise the inconvenience to road 
users by carrying it out overnight when 
traffic flows are lowest and will suspend 
work during the Christmas period.” 

During the overnight closures an 
alternative route will be in place. 
Drivers travelling on the Mil south¬ 
bound will be diverted along the A120 
towards Bishop’s Stortford, down the 
A1184 and onto the A414 at Harlow 
before rejoining the Mil at junction 7 


and vice versa for junction 7 north¬ 
bound. 

Those heading northbound on the 
Mil will be diverted onto the M25 at 
junction 6 travelling anti-clockwise 
west to junction 26 (Waltham Abbey) 
and return east to rejoin the Mil at 
junction 27. 

The work is dependent on suitable 
weather conditions and dates may be 
subject to change.

■ From front page 
impossible for HWRA to deliver 
most of the other contracts it 
held. This resulted in the loss of 
funding which eventually made 
it impossible for HWRA to repay 
the monies it owed.” 

The Freedom of information 
request, submitted by HWRA 
supporter Pat Ruder, who was 
angry at the treatment of the 
charity, also reveals that coun¬ 
cillors were not made fully aware 
of all the costs involved in the 
closure before making a decision. 

A Harlow Council spokesman 
said “it was with great regret 
that the council had little choice 
in the end to terminate its con¬ 
tract with HWRA. 

“The council did everything it 
could to try and resolve the issue 
with HWRA so that the services 
HWRA provided for the com¬ 
munity could continue. Unfor¬ 
tunately independent mediation 
was not successful despite the 
council’s best efforts to find a 
solution.” 

He said most of the legal costs 
were due to the council having to 
defend itself against action ini¬ 
tiated by HWRA. 

“in defending itself, the legal 
work was sometimes duplicated 
if not triplicated as HWRA 
instructed three firms of soli¬ 
citors to represent it. This 
incurred extra costs for the coun¬ 
cil. The further threat of legal 
proceedings and HWRA contest¬ 
ing the winding-up petition fur¬ 
ther increased the council’s legal 
costs.” 

He said pension costs of 
£324,000 will be spread over 18 
years as payments are made to 
former HWRA staff and was a 
contractual obligation on the 
council. 

“All costs relating to termin¬ 
ating the contract have been 
found within existing council 
budgets and the ongoing pension 
costs will be met through an 
existing pensions strain 
budget,” he added.

Touched 

“We are extremely touched 
that Harlow Council has 
named one of its new housing 
developments after Robert,” 
they said. 

“He was very much a Har¬ 
low boy and loved his town, so 
this, along with his name on 
the Netteswell Cross memori¬ 
al, his oak tree in the Town 
Park and the bench at Ward

Hatch, will be considered a 
real honour.” 

They added: “Although we 
will always feel his loss it is a 
real comfort to know that he is 
thought of with such pride, 
not only by his family and 
friends but also his town. 

“We wish the residents 
every happiness in their new 
homes.” 


The Foster Court proper¬ 
ties, in Momples Road, are 
among the first batch of coun¬ 
cil houses to be built in the 
town for 25 years. 

They have been allocated to 
waiting families on the Hous¬ 
ing Needs Register, who will 
be moving into their new 
homes shortly. 

Cllr Tony Durcan, portfolio 


holder for regeneration and 
enterprise, said: “This is a 
proud moment for Robert’s 
family, friends and col¬ 
leagues.

Reason for fatal trek up A12 to remain a mystery

THE reasons why a pedestrian 
was walking in the second 
lane of a busy road before 
being hit by a lorry and up to 
three other vehicles may 
never be known, an inquest 
was told this week. 

Kyle Brooks, 28, of Broad- 
field, Harlow, died as a result 
of the injuries he sustained in 
the accident on the A12 
between Boreham and Hat¬ 
field Peverel in the early hours 
of October 30 last year. 

Essex Coroner’s Court was 
told the previous evening he 
had been out with friends in 
Chelmsford and had drunk at 
least eight lagers and two 
shots of Jagermeister. 

The last time his friends 
saw him was when he left to 


smoke a cigarette. He failed to 
meet them at a taxi rank at 
2.30am. Although no-one 
knows why he ended up where 
he did, his friends told police 
they would often visit the 
McDonald’s restaurant at the 
Boreham interchange after 
nights out. 

Tragic accident 

Senior coroner Caroline 
Beasley-Murray who presided 
over Monday’s hearing, said: 
“We’ll never quite know why 
he was there. It was a tragic 
accident.” 

The court heard Mr Brooks 
was struck by a lorry in the 
second northbound lane of the 
A12 at around 3.45am and the 
force of the impact threw him 


into the third lane, where he 
was hit by a Mercedes car and 
possibly two other vehicles. 

He was pronounced dead at 
the scene. A pathologist gave 
the cause of death as multiple 
injuries due to a motor car 
accident. 

PC Alan Barlow, a forensic 
scene investigator for Essex 
Police, said the lorry was trav¬ 
elling at a speed of about 
54mph when it struck Mr 
Brooks. 

“It was dark, wet and 
misty,” said the officer. “The 
lorry driver would have had 
very little chance to react to a 
hazard.” 

Before the crash, Essex 
Police received three emer¬ 
gency calls between 3am and 


3.40am indicating three differ¬ 
ent locations for a pedestrian 
walking on the carriageway. A 
police vehicle was dispatched 
to carry out search but 
officers were unable to find 
him. 

Investigate 

The Independent Police 
Complaints Commission con¬ 
tinues to investigate the 
force’s response. 

The coroner recorded a ver¬ 
dict of accidental death. 

In a statement released 
after his death, Mr Brooks’ 
family said: “Losing Kyle so 
cruelly is something that we 
will not ever come to terms 
with. Our lives are emptier 
without him.”

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INQUEST; Jury returns unlawful killing verdict on mum-to-be murdered by ex-boyfriend

THE parents of murdered mum-to-be 
Eystna Blunnie say they are satisfied a 
“full and proper investigation” into her 
death three years ago has now been car¬ 
ried out after an inquest jury ruled she 
had been unlawfully killed. 

Ms Blunnie, 20, of Hailing Hill, Harlow, 
died in hospital in June 2012 after being 
brutally attacked by her former boy¬ 
friend Tony McLernon. Medics were 
unable to save her unborn baby. Rose, 
who died from oxygen starvation. 

McLernon, 26, of North Grove, Harlow, 
was subsequently jailed for life for 
murder with a recommendation that he 
serve a minimum of 27 years. 

An inquest was opened and adjourned 
a few days after her death but the coroner 
later decided there was no need for a full 
hearing to take place because of 
McLernon’s conviction. 

But that decision was reversed fol¬ 
lowing a two-year campaign by Ms Blun- 
nie’s parents Kevin and Sue, who claimed 
their daughter would still be alive but for 
failings by Essex Police, Essex Social 
Care, the Crown Prosecution Service and 
health trusts. 

Reopened 

The inquest finally reopened last 
month and during the course of hearing 
the jury was told the authorities were 
aware that Ms Blunnie had been the 
victim of domestic abuse and that 
McLernon had previous convictions for 
attacking former girlfriends. 

But evidence given by professionals 
involved with Ms Blunnie stated that she 
often failed to engage with them or follow 
advice such as going to a refuge after an 
assault in April 2012 in which he 
allegedly choked her. She had also 
repeatedly denied she was still in contact 
with McLernon. 

After the jury returned its verdict on

Thursday Essex area coroner Eleanor 
McCann said she would not be making 
any written recommendations because 
“a very full inquiry” had been held and 
changes had already been made and were 
continuing. 

“Some of the evidence we heard was 
about how difficult it is to work with 
victims [of domestic abuse],” she said. 
“They cannot be compelled to do any¬ 
thing. They have to try and persuade 
them and have to take it very gently 
and slowly and 1 cannot see an easy 
solution how to do that.” 

She added: “It’s something which is 
still developing but it's good that all 
the agencies do seem now to be work¬ 
ing together to try and change things 
for the better in the future.” 

Addressing Ms Blunnie’s parents, 
Mrs McCann said she hoped they could 
now put behind them the sad circum¬ 
stances of her death and remember hap¬ 
pier times. 

After the verdict, Mr Blunnie said: “We 
feel that a full and proper investigation 
into the facts around our daughter and 
her unborn child’s deaths has been car¬ 
ried out.

“Some of the failings that we feel were 
made have been highlighted. Also some 
of the steps that have been made to 
improve the way procedures are now 
carried out to protect victims have now 
been explained to us. 

“However, we feel that there is still 
more that needs to be done to combat 
domestic abuse and violence to protect 
other victims like Eystna and her 
unborn child Rose.” 

His wife added: “Eystna is there 
every minute of the day and so is 
Rose. It will not make any difference 
because we think of her all the time, 
not just us but the whole family. We 
miss them very, very much.” 

Mistake 

During the inquest the jury heard 
the Crown Prosecution Service accep¬ 
ted it had made a mistake in not pro¬ 
secuting McLernon for an alleged assault 
on Ms Blunnie in April 2012. 

Family lawyer Matthew Gold said the 
jury’s verdict was not a surprise, adding: 
“The issue the coroner had to address 
was whether any of the failings, par¬ 
ticularly the police and CPS, contributed 
to her death. The coroner made a 


decision that even if they had been car¬ 
ried out they would likely to have made 
no difference to the final outcome.” 

He said that having heard the wit¬ 
nesses’ explanations and what the 
authorities could have done, the family 
no longer alleged that acts or omissions 
by those three state agencies probably 
caused or contributed to Ms Blunnie’s 
death. 

After the verdict, the CPS barrister 
Oliver Sanders said inside the court: “On 
behalf of my clients 1 wish to express on 
the record and to restate our deepest 
sympathies and condolences for the loss 
of both Eystna and Rose.” 

Cllr Dick Madden, Essex County Coun¬ 
cil's cabinet member for adults and chil¬ 
dren, said: “The council takes seriously 
domestic abuse to adults and children 
and is working in partnership with a 
range of other agencies within Essex to 
ensure that there are the necessary sup¬ 
port services to help those affected by 
domestic abuse.”

Lucky escape for cats dumped in sealed box 


TWO cats left traumatised after 
being dumped in a sealed box 
without air holes are recovering 
in the care of the RSPCA. 

The adult cats - a male and 
female - were discovered by a 
woman who saw the box moving 
in some bushes by a cycle path in 
the Bush Fair area of Harlow and 
decided to investigate. 

“She found the box was tightly 
sealed with tape,” said a spokes¬ 
woman for the charity’s Stort Val¬ 
ley branch. “She had to cut 
through the tape with a car key to 
get it open and then a cat’s head 
popped out. 

“The box was only just big

enough for the two cats with no 
room to move. They were both 
very subdued and traumatised.” 


She added: “By the way that the 
box was taped up and hidden in 
the bushes, whoever put them in it 
didn’t want them to be found. As 
the box didn’t have air holes they 
would have suffocated and died.” 

The cats ere inspected by a vet 
who said they had been badly 
neglected. 

Both were very thin had a flea 
allergy. The female smelled 
strongly of urine and had clumps 
of fur missing where she had been 
chewing at herself to relieve itch¬ 
ing. 

The branch, which runs a clinic 
at The Stow, has already received 
an offer to re-house the cats.

Police officer sacked for his 
handling of rape allegation 


A POLICE constable who served 
as part of the Harlow local poli¬ 
cing team has been dismissed 
from the Essex force for gross 
misconduct. 

A panel chaired by temporary 
Deputy Chief Constable Julia 
Wortley ruled that PC Mark 
Smith breached standards of 
professional behaviour relating 
to honesty and integrity, duties 
and responsibilities, and dis¬ 
creditable conduct. 

The hearing was told PC 
Smith attended a disturbance in 
Harlow on January 10 at which 
an allegation of rape was made. 

Although he made an arrest at 
the scene, he failed to deal with 
the allegation of rape and did not 
follow force policy around the 
handling of sexual offences. 


On Thursday, PC Smith was 
sacked without notice after a 
two-day police misconduct hear¬ 
ing at Basildon Magistrates and 
Family Court. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
DCC Wortley said: “PC Smith 
failed to carry out his duties and 
responsibilities towards a vul¬ 
nerable woman who disclosed 
that she had been the victim of a 
serious and distressing crime. 

“The officer acted without 
honesty and integrity, which are 
fundamental values that police 
officers need to uphold to main¬ 
tain public confidence.” 

She added: “The public can be 
reassured there is no place in 
Essex Police for people who 
breach the Standards of Profes¬ 
sional behaviour in this way.”

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Essex Police 
survives cuts 
but warns a 
rise is likely 

ESSEX Police survived with its 
budget intact as George 
Osborne announced he was not 
imposing funding cuts on 
forces. 

Mr Osborne told the House of 
Commons that Government 
spending on police is to rise by 
£900m by 2020. 

Essex Police and Crime 
Commissioner Nick Alston 
said: “1 and others have been 
lobbying the Home Secretary 
hard with concerns over the 
levels of cuts to police funding. 

“1 didn’t doubt that the 
government would listen 
carefully to what PCCs and 
chief officers have been saying, 
but 1 am delighted that it has 
responded by keeping the 
overall budget for policing at 
the present level through to 
2020 and that it is giving some 
of us the freedom to lift the 
precept a little.” 

However, Mr Alston said he 
would not know the true 
implications until the small 
print is examined later this 
month. 

He added: “We are 
determined to move quickly to 
address these important areas 
and we now have a new 
opportunity to do that. 

“1 am also currently 
reviewing what the option to 
raise the precept by more than 
two per cent might mean. 1 am 
likely to argue that any 
additional money raised 
through local tax is used 
specifically for local policing.” 
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Review ‘is an assault 
on council housing’ 

Leader fears impact on authority’s homebuilding programme

THE Government’s spending 
review is both good and bad news 
for Harlow residents according to 
council leader Jon Clempner. 

Cllr Clempner fears the coun¬ 
cil’s housebuilding programme 
drawn up by the ruling Labour 
group could be left in tatters by 
the Housing and Planning Bill 
announced by the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer in his Autumn 
Statement. 

More than 400,000 new homes 
would be built through the 
scheme nationally, but Cllr 
Clempner described the polict as 
a “full-frontal assault on council 
and social housing”. 

“There remains uncertainty 
over the future funding for coun¬ 
cil housing. The proposed houses 
will only be in the price range of 
those on a salary of £55,000-a-year 
or more,” he added. 

Local government budgets will 
be slashed but Cllr Clempner said: 
“We have already budgeted ser¬ 
vices for the medium-term. This 
means Harlow Playhouse and 
Pets Corner are safeguarded until 
2019.” 

Full details of how the Gov¬ 
ernment plans will affect Harlow 
will be detailed later this month. 


“At this point we cannot 
determine what the local impact 
on the council will be which 
makes it difficult to plan for the 
future.” said Cllr Clempner. “We 
are already making plans to save 
more than £3.5m over the next 
four years.” 

He added: “We don’t have huge 
assets that we could sell to fund 
services and this would not 


provide any long-term security 
for services. 

“The receipts from the limited 
asset disposals that the council 
does achieve are already part of 
our capital investment plans for 
the future so this would simply 
transfer a funding problem from 
one area of the council’s finances 
to another. 

“We will continue to work hard 


to protect services and jobs but 
there will come a point when this 
can no longer be achieved. We 
continue to look at ways to keep 
costs down by improving what we 
do and how we do it. 

“The priority is to work with 
residents to make the money we 
do receive have the biggest impact 
on improving Harlow.” 

Cllr Clempner said the decision 
to scrap proposed tax credit cuts 
was good news for families, who 
may be entitled to more money as 
a result. 

“The tax credit u-turn is good 
news but problems could emerge 
as the devil is in the detail,” he 
said. “1 feel the Universal Credit 
changes could be bad news.” 

Universal Credit, which is 
being phased-in, will replace six 
benefits with a single monthly 
payment. This benefit was cut 
during last week’s announcement 
and critics fear these changes 
could hit the poorest hardest. 

Cllr Clempner said cuts to this 
benefit could leave families in an 
equally poor state. 

However, Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon welcomed the measures 
outlined by George Osborne and- 
said they would help families, 
guarantee more NHS funding, 
support working people and 
invest in affordable housing. 


County Hall 
chief warns 
of possible 
4% tax hike 

THE leader of Conservative-run 
Essex County Council said the 
Autumn Statement will hit local 
government and residents 
“very hard”. 

Cllr David Finch said the 
shortage of money for local 
government could lead County 
Hall to raise council tax by four 
per cent. 

“The emerging picture is that 
local government has been hit 
very hard - so much so the 
Chancellor did not even 
mention the reduction to our 
budgets in his speech,” he said. 

“The very significant 
reduction in our grant funding 
will place considerable extra 
pressures on services.” 

Mr Osborne announced local 
authorities could face cuts 
between 25 per cent to 40 per 
cent from 2010 to 2020. 

Cllr Finch said: “We were 
already considering a council 
tax increase of two per cent. 
Enabling us to increase council 
tax by a further two per cent to 
pay for social care funding puts 
the onus on the taxpayer to 
bridge the funding gap - there 
is no new money in this, just 
new taxes. 

“In Essex, two per cent would 
only provide half of the money 
we need to pay for the national 
living wage. We would need to 
consider the impact on 
taxpayers very carefully. 

“The Chancellor asking us to 
use our reserves to help would 
only give us 23 days of 
funding.”

Ben’s in the running 
for marathon record 


Fundraiser arrives in town on day 85 of his 401 challenge

A CHARITY fundraiser who has 
embarked on a challenge to run 401 
marathons in 401 days received a 
warm welcome when he arrived in 
Harlow. 

Ben Smith, 33, is almost one 
quarter of the way through his quest 
to complete 26.2 miles every day for 
13 months to raise money for two 
organisations - Stonewall and Kid- 
scape. 

Last week he was joined by mem¬ 
bers of Harlow Running Club 
who ran alongside him when 
he started his 85th mara¬ 
thon from the Mark Hall 
Sports Centre in Lon¬ 
don Road. 

Harlow Council 
chairman Tony Hall 
set the runners on 
their way by sound¬ 
ing the klaxon, but 
not before he 
presented Mr Smith 
with a ceremonial 
cake to celebrate his 
remarkable achieve¬ 
ments so far. 

Mr Smith, an account 
manager from Bristol, 
ran his first marathon three 
years ago and has taken a gap 
year to pursue his goal. 


He hopes his 
efforts will raise 
£250,000 for the 
anti-discrimina¬ 
tion and anti-bul- 
lying charities. 

At the end of 
each day he 
returns to his 
motorhome in which 
he is living during the 
course of the challenge. 
“The past 85 days have 
been the most memorable of my life,” 


he said. “The amount of support 1 
have been getting is unbelievable 
and is keeping me going.” 

Mr Smith has already set an unof¬ 
ficial world record for the number of 
marathons run in consecutive days. 
He hopes to be completing his 401st - 
and final - run in Bristol next year. 

“Fm sure that a huge part of this 
challenge will be the mental side,” 
he said. 

“Fve no doubt there will be times 
when 1 am in my motorhome in tears 
but 1 know there are amazing friends 


and family 1 can ring to get me 
through.” 

His decision to raise funds for 
Stonewall and Kidscape was a result 
of the bullying he experienced after 
coming out as gay. 

He will be travelling to 309 loc¬ 
ations around the country for the 
challenge and nine of the marathons 
will be official mass-participation 
events.

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Opponents of 
new housing 
bill to hold a 
public meeting 

A PUBLIC meeting to discuss the 
impact on Harlow of proposed hous¬ 
ing legislation currently going 
through Parliament will take place 
next week. 

Several speakers are due to 
address the meeting organised by 
Harlow Defend Council Housing and 
Harlow Trades Union Council, 
which are opposed to measures con¬ 
tained in the Housing and Planning 
Bill. 

One of them will be Mick Patrick, 
chairman of Harlow Defend Council 
Housing, who said more families in 
the town will struggle with rents 
arrears and fall into debt if means 
testing of council tenants is intro¬ 
duced, while the Decent Homes Pro¬ 
gramme and housing services will 
also be affected. 

“Harlow Council will sell off up to 
375 council homes as people downs¬ 
ize due to the bedroom tax or they 
become naturally vacant,” he said. 
“This means one in five of these 
homes will be owned by private 
landlords, so increasing housing 
benefit and lengthening the housing 
waiting list. 

“The money from council house 
sales will go to housing associations 
to subsidise their right to buy and 
not all of these homes will be 
replaced as it is not economically 
viable. Only one in nine council 
homes have been replaced since 
Right to Buy, which drives up 
private rents and house prices.” 

The meeting, which will be 
chaired by David Forman of Harlow 
TUC, takes place at St Paul’s Church 
in the town centre on Thursday 
(December 10) from 7.30-9pm.

Harlow man in gang who targeted supermarket

A HARLOW man who was 
one of the members of a 
gang of ram-raiders who 
were caught during a 
bungled attempt to steal a 
supermarket cash machine 
has been jailed. 

Levi Mitchell, 31, of Gibb 
Croft, Harlow, and the three 
other gang members - Levi 
Smith, 49, of Peterborough, 

Dale Smith, 28, of Worcester and Leo 
Smith, 20, of Peterborough - had 
used a stolen JCB teleporter to 
smash through the front doors of a 
Spar store at Long Sutton in Lin¬ 
colnshire in the early hours of Octo¬ 
ber 19. 

But police, already on alert fol¬ 
lowing a number of similar raids 
across the region, were quickly on 
the scene and managed to arrest 
Dale Smith as he ran from the stolen 
JCB. 

Mitchell and Leo Smith were 
stopped in a stolen flatbed lorry 
nearby. Banned driver Levi Smith 


then attempted to flee the scene in a 
red Audi, ramming into two police 
cars, but was eventually stopped and 
arrested. 

All four admitted conspiracy to 
burgle and were sentenced at Lin¬ 
coln Crown Court on Friday. 

Levi Smith, who also admitted 
driving while disqualified, Levi 
Smith was jailed for four years. Dale 
Smith to three years and eight 
months, Mitchell to three years and 
Leo Smith to two years. 

Speaking after the case. Detective 
Chief Inspector Neil Ballard, of the 
Eastern Region Special Operations 


Unit, said: “This was a 
brazen attempt to 
remove an ATM cash 
machine from a build¬ 
ing using a JCB. The 
offenders thought noth¬ 
ing of smashing through 
the front of the shop, not 
knowing who was 
inside the premises. 

“Prior to this offence 
there had been a series 
of these highly danger¬ 
ous crimes across the 
region, causing massive damage to 
buildings and putting the public at 
significant risk of injury. 

“Other victims of crime also 
suffered in this series due to the 
linked theft of high powered get¬ 
away vehicles and industrial 
vehicles to violently enter premises 
and take away the ATM machines.” 

He added: “We are continuing to 
work with private partners and 
forces across the eastern region of 
England to combat this type of 
crime. This case demonstrates that 
we will catch those responsible and 
bring them to justice.”

While the chance may have 
gone to catch the duo for their 
gig at The Square, Chas and 
Dave will be playing the 
Hammersmith Eventim Apollo 
the day after for their 
Christmas Beano 2015 show. 
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KRISTOPHER Tew 
has never shied away 
from a challenging 
subject. The Harlow 
director has 

photographed a community of 
malaria sufferers in Ghana and 
has lived in a Colombian slum 
for a project. 

But for his debut feature 
film, the 31-year-old has chosen 
a spot a little closer to home. 

“I have always wanted to do a 
film in my own town, but the 
hardest thing to do is find the 
right storyline,” he said. 

“Last year, I decided I wanted 
to do a film about Harlow, in 
Harlow.” 

His creation - Poison Flower - 
is an hour-long documentary 
which follows the life of two 
women who form an unlikely 
friendship while living 
homeless in woods near 
Northbrooks. 

The film isn’t entirely set in 
the UK, as the Latvian 
protagonist forms a pact with a 
Harlow heroin user to travel to 
the Baltic country in search of 
a better life. 

Former St Mark’s pupil 
Christopher has asked that the 
character’s names are not 
revealed to protect their 
identities. 

Poison Flower explores love, 
loss, addiction and 
homelessness against the 
chaotic backdrop of the British 
immigrant community. 


The compelling footage 
follows the pair as they yearn 
for a better life, but struggle to 
escape from their past and old 
habits. 

“I specialise in marginalised 
communities,” said 
Christopher, who divides his 
time between Old Harlow and 
London. 

“I have lived in Ghana with 
malaria sufferers for a film and 
I am actually about to go to 
Cambodia to find a new 
subject. 

“I feel that growing up in a 
working class environment in 
Harlow has shaped my 
thinking and given me 
inspiration as an artist. 

“I am semi-based in London 
now and every time I come 
back to the estate, I can see that 
a new eastern European 
delicatessen has opened in the 
town centre. 

“For a period of three of four 
years I would see groups of 
eastern European people 
congregating with beer cans 
and that was interesting to me. 

“I wanted to find out some of 
these people’s stories. I wanted 
to delve deeper than the horror 
headlines we see in The Sun. I 
wanted to understand the 
people.” 

Christopher discovered 
Harlow’s immigrant 
community by accident when 
he was playing football. After 
meeting the two women, he 


found they were the perfect 
subject matter for a film 
project. 

Over the next year, 
Christopher stayed with them 
for large periods of time while 
completing jobs for 
commissions. 

He led a life of contrasts 
where he would sometimes 
sleep rough with the film 
protagonists - before going to 
Paris for a corporate 
photoshoot. 

Christopher said the 
“immersive” experience really 
opened his eyes to the world. 

“The camera is very much a 
character in the film.” 

“The longer I stayed with 
them, the more they began to 
trust me and they gradually 
forgot the camera was there at 
all. 

“It was a really interesting 
experience. It was the most 
challenging thing I have ever 
done, but it was really 
rewarding. 

“After the project finished, it 
was hard to go back to normal 
life as I felt I made some really 
good friends through it and 
made very strong bonds.” 

He added: “The women 
looked out for me and were 
very kind. They were very 
friendly during the time.” 

“I learnt some important life 
lessons,” he added. 


Christopher is currently 
faced with the unenviable task 
of finding a distributor to take 
the film onto a wider audience. 

Poison Flower was the first 
feature documentary produced 
by Oxford Digital Media and 
has been met with rave reviews 
from screenings at film 
festivals. 

“The response has been 
overwhelming. People have 
said it is a very powerful story 
with very powerful characters,” 
said Christopher 

“One person contacted me to 
say they had not been able to 
get the film out of their head 
and made them think 
differently 

“It is hard hitting, but this is 
real life for these people. I 
would like to think people 
would see this film and put 
their problems in perspective.” 

He added: “The film unpacks 
so many issues and it leaves 
people questioning their own 
existence. 

Christopher did not say how 
the film ends, but the 
snow-covered Latvian capital 
Riga made for a “perfect” 
climax. 

Poison Flower is not easy 
viewing, but if you do watch it 
you may never look at Harlow 
in the same way again.

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CHRISTMAS RELISH: Shallot and orange marmalade 


24 hr soaking time 
Ingredients 
1kg shallots, peeled 
50g salt 

750ml cider vinegar 

75g dark brown muscovado 
sugar 

2 cinnamon sticks 
6 whole dried chillies 
10 allspice berries 

Method 

Place the shallots in a bowl, 
sprinkle over the salt and leave 
covered for 24 hrs. This process 
helps the shallots stay crunchy. 

The next day heat the vinegar 
until simmering, do not boil, add 
the sugar and spices, stir until 
dissolved, and simmer gently for 
10 minutes. 

Rinse the shallots and dry with 
kitchen paper, spoon into 
sterilised jars, placing the 
cinnamon sticks, chillies and 
allspice from the vinegar in at the 
same time. 

Pour in the hot vinegar so the 
shallots are covered, leave to 
cool then put the lids on and 
leave for a few weeks, they will 
improve over time but the very 
earliest for eating is 2-3 weeks 



after pickling. Store in the fridge 
after opening. 

Serve with wedges of Cheddar 
cheese and thick sliced ham.

2 tbsps white wine vinegar 

Method 

Place the shallots in a saucepan 
with the olive oil, cook over a low 
heat until softened and beginning 
to caramelised, this will take 
around 20 minutes. 

Add the sugar, orange juice and 
zest and the vinegar, continue 
cooking until the liquid has 
reduced a little, around 7-10 
minutes, allow to cool. 

Spoon into a sterilised jam jar, 
cover and store in the fridge. Eat 
within 1 week. 

Serve cold with cheese or cold 
meats, or warm and serve as a 
delicious topping for steak or 
gammon.

As for Ethan, he has recently split from 
long-term girlfriend Diana (Lizzy Caplan) because 
he refused to commit. 

He now realises that he wants Diana back, but 
she is footloose and fancy free, flanked by best 
friend Sarah (Mindy Kaling). 

The lads go out in a blaze of glory by attending 
the most exclusive party in New York, armed with 
pot procured from avuncular local dealer Mr 
Green (Michael Shannon).

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HIS Saturday, Luke Baker 
will present his debut 
feature documentary 
Easy to an audience at 
The Square. 

The hour-long film tells the 
story of Harlow band PennyRoyal 
as they look to reform for one last 
shot at rock and roll success. 

“Easy follows the journey of two 
lifelong friends who after a 
five-year hiatus reform their 
band,” said Luke, 25, who is 
studying journalism at Anglia 
Ruskin University. 

“It started off just being a 
promotion film 1 was making for 
the band, but when 1 saw their 
relationships, 1 thought it might be 
a great film and 1 ended up 
following the band over the course 
of a year. 

“Over a 12-month period, it 
documents the highs and lows of 
what it means to be a band 
desperate for recognition. 

“It highlights the unusual and 
often toxic relationship between 
the two founding members.” 

PennyRoyal were on the fringes 
of the big time around a decade 
ago, but never quite made a 
breakthrough. 

The writing of founding

members Mitch Harrington and 
Stuart Ferguson contained 
moments of genius that led the 
four-piece to be tipped as the ‘next 
big thing’. 

With an indie style reminiscent 
of The Verve and The Stone Roses, 
PennyRoyal cut into the post 
Britpop mood and found a home at 
The Square, where they played 
several times. 

The band will in fact be playing 
a set after the film screening 
alongside Kindred Shins and Don’t 
Worry. 

“PennyRoyal were a band 1 saw 
three or four times accidently 
about 10 years ago,” said Luke, 
who lives in Sumners, Harlow. 


“1 knew of them and 1 had 
interviewed members of the old 
band, it was never anything more 
than that, but there were well 
known to be a band on the rise.” 

However, the wheels began to 
fall off as personal problems 
became a strain on Mitch and 
Stuart’s increasingly volatile 
relationship - causing the band to 
go through numerous line-up 
changes and eventually implode in 
2010. 

The beginning of Easy marks 
the start of their reformation 
process, with Chris Rose stepping 
in on bass and Josh Ring on drums 
to back up the guitar and vocals of 
Mitch and Stuart. 


“It was not an easy process,” 
said Luke, referencing the name of 
the film which doubles up as a 
PennyRoyal song title. 

“There were so many personal 
issues between the two and that 
continued into the start of the new 
band. Much of the film details that. 

“It's been one of the hardest 
things I've ever done and to see it 
all come together has been a 
massive relief and immensely 
satisfying.” 

The Square event is the only 
planned screening of Easy, as Luke 
plans to take the film to festivals 
next year. 

He has run an online 
Kickstarter campaign to raise 
funds to make and promote the 
film. 

“On the Facebook event, it says 
we have 125 people down as 
coming, and it would be amazing if 
even half of them were to come. 

■ Easy will be shown at The 
Square, Fourth Avenue, Harlow, on 
Saturday. There will be live music 
from Kindred Shins, Don’t Worry 
and PennyRoyal.

Caine, 82, told Variety that 
keeping things fresh had been 
the key to his success and 
confessed that while he has 
semi-retired from acting, he also 
has a hard time saying no to 
really good film roles. 

The actor famously left the UK 
in the 1970s to escape the 
clutches of the taxman.
